NEWS NOTES FROM THE SBVERAL 
DEPARIMBENYTS. 


Employees to be Allowed Full Time to Attend the 
Grant Funrral— Presidential Appointments 
end Dismissals—+ustria Positively will 
Not Take Keiley—Other News. 


WAsHINGToN, August 6.—The president to- 
day issued the following executive order: 

“It is hereby ordered that the several executive 
cepartments, the department ot agriculture and 
the government printing office be closed tomor- 
row, Friday August 7th, at three o’clock p. m,, 
to enable such employes as may desire to attend 
the funeral of the late ex- President Grant in New 
York,” 

A previous order provided forthe suspen- 
tion of business in the above named depart- 
ments cn Saturday. The district commission- 
ers today issued an order closing all offices 
under their jurisdiction on Saturday. 

The president today appointed to be sur: 
veyors of custome, John T. Gathright, tor the 
port of Louisville, Ky., and Leon Trousdale, 
for the port of Nashville, Tenn. 

The secretary of the treasury today 
promoted Jas. R. Lake, clerk of 
class 4, to be assistant chief of customs 
of tbe division of the secretary's office. 
He aleo directed the dismissal of the follow- 
ing special inspectors of foreign steam ves- 
eels: Samuel}. Phillips, Michdel Conklin 
sud David Gillespie at New York; Frederick 
Waehington at New Orleans, Elisha Whitney 
at Boston, Nelson Pierce at San Francisco, 
sod Jobn Leughlin at Philadelpbia. Lewis 
M. Peck, clerk to board of inspectors at New 
York was dismissed, #s was also Thomas C. 
Taylor, a clerk of class 4in the second audi- 
tor’s office. 

The secretary of the navy has ordered the 
chiefs of the various bureaus to, attend the 
cbscquies of General Grant at New York. 
They will leave for that city tomorrow. 

THE GEOLOGICAL SURVEY IRREGULARITIES 

The com mittee appointed to investigate the 
afiairs of the cosst and geological survey and 
to inquire into the alleged irregularities aud 
official misconduct on the part of the superin- 
tendent, Professor Hilyard, made their report 
to the secretary of the treasury today. The 
committee began their investigation 
July 23d and continued it daily until 
closed. They took possession of bosks, 
accounts and records of the survey and exam- 
ined a large number of witnesses. The com- 
mittee say that their investigation leaves no 
ground for doubt that the actual condition of 
the cilhce of the survey was one of demoraliza- 
lion, and its working, toa serious extent, 
wae inefficient, unjust, and tosome extent 
disreputable. ‘That many of the defects 
in its condition and management arethe re- 
sultcta gradual growth undera system of 
reguiations, which afforded ¢xcellent oppor- 
tupitics, if not invitations, forthe perpetua- 
tion of the abuse, is doubtless true, but it 
cecms unqguettionable that the responsibility 
for the lJementable condition which 
was quite generally conceded by 
the employes, is due to the willing- 
ness on the part of the late superintendent to 
aveil himeelf of those opportunities for a con- 
tinuence of the abuses; to his weakness or 
precrastination in administering his office; to 
bis toleration and apparent encouragement 
of vicious practices; to his exhibi- 
tion of favoritism and arrogance; to 
his continued and flagrant disregard, appar- 
ently, of regulations devised in the iypterest af 
benest, efficient and economical adaministra- 
tion; to his protection of exposed rascality, 
and to hie unfortunate confessed and loca'iv 
notorious addiction to the use of intoxicants, 
Kither of these causes would seriously militate 
egainst en  eflicient admunistration. la 
the combination they seem to have 

een fatally effectual inasmuch as they afford- 
ed the demoralizing infiuence of a vicious ex- 
emyp'e to euch of. bis subordinaces ae chose to 
imitate it, while depriving him of the respect 
and confidence of many, if not quite all. Sav- 
eralof the subordinate attaches were men- 
tioned by name in the report in terms equally 
ecndemnatory. 
APPROPRIATIONS RECOMMENDED 
RIVERS. 

Captain R. L. Hexie, in charge of the im- 
provements by the rivers and haroors in Geor- 
gia, Alabama and Florida, has made his an- 
rual report to the chief of engincers. He rec- 
ommencs the following appropriations for 
ccntinuing the work on improvements: 

Ocm ulgee® river, Ga , $15,000; Oconee river,Ga., 
215.000; Flint river, Ga., $20,000; Coosa river, Ga., 
and Ala., $150,000: Chattahoochee river, Ga. aud 
Ala , $20,000; Alabama river, Ala., $0,000; Talla- 
pocsa river, Ala., $15,000; Cahaba river, Aja, $15,- 
(C0; Choctawhatchie, Fla. aud Ala, $15,009; Pen- 
sacoja harbor, Fla., {6',000, and LaGrange bayou, 
Fia., $5,000 

Of the improvement at Pensacola, Captain 
Hoxie says: 

“Should the p'an of permanent improvement 
be adopted for tnis harbor, the deepsning of the 
chennel across the inner bay may be elfected by 
the same works which provide for the increasicg 
depth of the outer bar. It is suggested that the 
conveying jetties upon the Calaialas shoal and 
east bank respectively, will accomplish this end; 
possibly asingle jetty on Calafalas shoals. In the 
ebsence ofsuch permanent improyementan an- 
pual expenditure ot $50,000 or whatever sum 
(ay proximatirg this) may be found necessary for 
maintaining across the inner bar whatever depta 
cen be carried across the outer bar, is recom: 
mended,”’ 

The large appropriation asked for the Coosa 
river is for the improvement of that stream 
between Rome aud the Selma, Rome and Dal- 
ton railroad bridge. This improvement con- 
templates the overcoming of the more serious 
obstructions by locks and dams and lesser rock 
shoals and sand and gravel bars by excavation 
end works of contraction. The completion of 
this improvement, Major Moxie eays, will 
give access to 75 miles of river on the borders 
of which is a new section of territory surpass- 
ing in ite natural resources any section of the 
upper river. It is rich in coal, iron ore, tim- 
ber and building material, and its egricultural 
productions will compare favorably with any 
other section.

Destitution in Spanish Provinces—Anxlety

Manvrip, August 6 —There were 4,294 new 
cares of cholera reported throughout the king- 
dom yesterday and 1,638 deaths from cholera. 

The panic caused by the rapid spread of 
cholera in the country is increasing. Entire 
villages have been deserted by their inhabi- 
tante, who have fled for safety from the dread- 
ed disease. In many cases the doctors and 
municipal authorities have been attacked by 
the scourge, and the sick have been aband- 
oned and the dead left unburied. Reports 
from other places state that it is impossible 
io obtain provisions or medicines. Musery 
ibrcughout the country is great. 

THE CHOLERA IN MARSEILLES, 

_Mansxitixs, August 6.—The sanitary coun- 
cil of this city telegraphed today to M. Le- 
Grend, minister of interior, the statement 
certifying that thecholera in Marseilles was 
Pporediconly. This action, however,is known 
to have been taken for the purpose of conceal- 
ing the alarm felt by the council,and to avoid 
being held responsible for the neglect of sant- 
tation, which has caused a recurrence 
ofthe cholera in the city. The municipal 
council of Marseilles are much perplexed from 
the want offunds. They have no appropria- 
t.on available for the expenditures for cholera 
purposes, and dare not ask for funda for fear 
ofcreating alarm by implied acknowledge- 
nrent of the existence of cholera in epidemic 
for m.

Next those on 
deck were astonished to see her 
rush ina frenzied manner to the bulwarks, 
step on a box and throw herself headlong over 
the side of the vessel. Al! happened so sud- 
denly that there was no time to intercept her. 
The steemer wes’ going at full speed. In- 
Sstentiy the thrilling cry was heard, “A 
woman overboard!” This aroused everybody. 
Simultaneously the bridge bell rang “Stop 
engipes!” The veesel was stopped as soon as 
possible, a boat was lowered and a crew im- 
wediately pulled back into the foaming track, 
but uselesrly. A seaman at the side of the 
vessel, who raw the whole thing said: “She 
never rose, sir, and west down with $500 ina 
belt around her waist.”’

Help 
was obtained and Franklin extricated, 
when it was ascertained that five of his 
ribs on one side and one on the other were 
broken. He was carried to his home, where 
Le died nextday.

THE GENBRAL LOCAL OPTION BILL, 

The seenaie yesterday passed the house sub- 
stitute for the senaie general local option bill 
by a vote of thirty-two to seven. 

The bill, as paéssed by the senate, was 
amended in several particulars, andit re- 
mains to be seen whether the house will ac- 
cept the amended bill.

Perhaps the change which excites 
the most discussion is the amendment giving 
thé liquor men loca! option privileges as well 
as theanti-liquor men, | nder this amend- 
ment, those who favor the sale of, liquor 

*» may, two years afier the sale of liquor has 
been voted down, hold another election to 
decide whether the prohibition status shall 
be niaintained, or whether the traffic shall 
be resumed. It will be recollected that this 
proposition was fought determinedly in the 
house and defeated by a heavy vote. Now 
that the senate has incorporated this {provis- 
ion in the bill, the house will have to con- 
jrontitegain. it is believed that the senti- 
mentof the strong prohibition element in 
the house still runs counter to this amend- 
ment, but under the circumstances may it 
not be well to accept it’? Frequently the 
only way to secure important legislation is 
for both sides to make judicious comprom- 
ises. A casual survey of the bill as it stands 
leaves the impression that it isa fair meas. 
ure. It deals with the friends of the liqaor 
trafic as fairly as it does with the prohibi- 
tion people. Thisis democratic as wellas 

- just, 

We indulge in no conjectures as to the fate 
of the amended bill in the house. The mem- 
bers of that body will doubtless deal with it 
deliberately, with due consideration, and 
with a desire to serve the best interests of 
the people.

CUSSED YBSTBRDAY. 


THE DIS« 


A Large Attendanceof Railroad Oficials end Crei 
Attorneys, Together with Representatives of " 
the Chamber of Commerce, Appear Be. 
fore the Board to Meet the Issue, 


Some time ago the Atlanta chamber of COU. 
merce ade an application to the railroad com. 
mission to investigate ang, if possible, break up 
the system of pooling which is under Operation 
by the Southern Railway and Steamship assOCia- 
tion. Thecommission informed the oricials of 
the various railroad systems of the state of the ace 
tion of the camber of commerce, and appointe® 
yesterday as the time for hearing the compleint 
of the chamber of commerce, and the defence of 
the railroads upon that important question, 

The attendance of railroad officers was quite 
large, all of the lines of the state 
being represented. There were also several officie 
als from a distance who held control of 
certain lines in Georgia. Hon. Nelson Tift of Als 
bany and Colonel P, L. Mynatt represented the 
anti-pooling element, while the corporations were 


represented by General Alexander R. Lawton 
counsel ior the Central railroad system, Major 
W. 8, Chisiolm, counsel of the Savannah, Fiorids 
and Western railroad, and Judge John L. Hopkins 
atjorney of the Atlanta and Charlotte Air-Line 

Colonel Mynatt and Colonel Tift in presenting 
their side of the question, stated that tae system 
of pooling the earnings of the lines was unconsti. 
tutiona! and illegal, They held that the commis. 
sion had the power and authority to break it up 
The constitution of thestate of Georgia prohibited 
pooling. Their arguments were brief, but pres 
sented in the strongest possible manner, and re- 
ceived the careful attention of the board of com. 
missioners. When they had coneluded in present 
ing their side of the ease, the aitorneys for taecer. 
porations were heard irom. 

All ofthem presented short, but «troy 
ments. They took the sround that toe railroads 
in pooling their earnings, bad a perfect rij 
Go so if they found it to be to their interest. The 
provision of the constitution prohibiting pooling 
they held applied only tothe railroads of the 
state, Thecommission bad no jurisdiction ig 
controlling the action of lines beyond the Limits 
of the state, or on through business from iistant 
points to cities in Georgia. If the railroads of the 
staie pooled their earnings, and it was believed 
that the laws of the state 
were being violated, the com mission 
could make an Investigation and if they :iseoy- 
erea that anything was wrong, aud that the law 
was being violated, then they could actin the 
premises, They held thatit would be unconstitu. 
tional tor the commission to say that the rallroads 
shali not pool their earnings, either in or ont of 
the state, aud paiticuiarly in the matter of through 
lréig oats. 

Aiter hearing the arguments the commission 
announced that a decision would not be rendered 
for some days, probably not until the next 
regular meeting, which would be held 
August 25th, Thisis one of the most important 
questions thatthe commission has been called 
upon to deal with since its organization, and the 
mem bers will take their time in digesting the 
subject before rendering a @ecision,

The commission shall hold 
annual sessions in the capitol at Atlanta. for 
the purpose of examining all applicants. A 
fee of $10 shall be charged tor admission, half 
of this sum to go tethe clerk ofthe supreme 
court for issuing the license, and half toa 
fund from which the expenses of the commis- 
sioneis, when in discharge of their duty, shall 
be paid. The graduates of the law schools of 
the State university and Mercer university 
shall be admitted on their diplomas and on 
payment of fee for admission. The committee 
could not agree onthe period of study re- 
quired of the applicant. Three wented one 
year. Ono favored two years, while two 
thought thirty months a short enough time. 

Colonel Mynat said the bill had 
no provisions for enforcing its 
provisions. The examiners could meet 
or not, just as they saw fit. Mr. S.Barnett, Jr., 
said the length of time the student had studied 
was immaterial. The test should be his profici- 
excy. He offered an amendment that the com- 
mittee should examine the student as if he 
had studied two years and ff he can pass such 
an examination he may pass.

A FATAL JUMP. 


THE DEATH OF MR. GEORGE P 
HUMPHREYS. 


He Tries to Jump fromthe Atianta and West Poiat 
Trainerdis Fatally lIojured—Particulars of 
the Bad Event—-A Widow,and Seven 
Fatherless Children— Particulars. 


Yesterday Mr. George P. Humphreys, the 
well known architect of this city, lost his life 
by @ very unfortunate accident. Ile had been 
absent for several days at Shefiield, where he 
hed some important work. - Yesterday he was 
returning home on the Atlante and West 
Point train, which isduo in Atlanta at hal! 
past three o’clock, Mr. Humphroeye lived in 
West End, and it was his custom when com- 
ing in on the West Point or Centre! trains to 
jump off near the city limits, and thus get 
home as soon as possible. 

The train yesterdey was a little behind 
time, and when it reached the Whitehall 
street crossing at the city limits, was going at 
a high rate of speed, it is said, nearly thirty 
niles anhour. Nevertheless,Mr. Humphreys 
determined to jump off, and went on the plat- 
form with his satche) in his hend. As the 
train swept around the curve in front of Mr. 
G. W. Adeir’s residence, Mr. Humphreys 
leaped. As he struck the ground he was 
hurled forward ten or twelve feet by the fear- 
fulimpetus caught from the motion ofthe 
train, and 

LL PRONE ON HIS PACER. 

A few minutes later he was found lying 
frigbtiully bruised and bleeding where he 
had fallen, and wes st once taken to the home 
of Mr. Forrest Adair, which is near by. It 
was évident that his condition was desperate, 
and medical aid was at once summoned. Doac- 
tors R. W. Westmoreland, Dan Howell, J. W. 
Duncen ard W. A. Crow were called. They 
found Mr. Humphreys conscious, but an ex- 
amination showed thet he was fatally injured. 
There was e gash over the left eye, and an- 
othér across the right err, which was nearly 
severed. There was a deep cutin the back of 
the head, where one of the bones of the skull 
was fractured. The lower right jaw was bro- 
ken. One rib on the right side and two on 
the left side were found to be broken, The 
right thigh was fractured just below the hip 
joint. There wes a deep fiesh wound in the 
right leg. The left foot was broken near the 
ankle. The right foot must heave fallen on 
the track as twe of its toes were crushed. L't- 
tle could be done for the unfortunate man. 
His wife and children were soon informed of 
his accident and hastened to him. He sank 
rapidly and at bali past five o’clock became 
unconscious. Ate quarter past six 

EE BREATERED HIS LA8&T. 

Mr Humphreys wes well known in Atlan- 
ta. He came here about tour years ago from 
Cleveland, Obio, and went into business as en 
architect in pertnership with Mr. G. L. Nor- 
man. liedid a considerable amount of work 
in Atlanta and epjoyed a high reputation as 
en architect. For severe! months pasthe hes 
been engaged a great dea! at Sheilield, where 

*his oldest sonhasemployment. He was in- 
formed of his father’s death by telegraph last 
night, and will arrive today. 

Mr. Hiumphreys hed held for several years 
the pogition of southern passenger agent of 
the New York, Pennsylvania and Ohio route, 
and was well known amongreilroad men. He 
kept up his connection with the railroad and 
wes also actively engaged as an architect. He 
was about forty yearsold and leavesa wife 
and seven children. His remains were taken 
to his desolate home last night and will be 
buried tomorrow. His sad fate isthe source 
of deep regret all over thecity. He had made 
many friends here, and the sympathy o! the 
entire community will go out to his bereaved 
femily. 

Mr. Humphreys was e Knight of Honor and 
his family will get $2,000 insurance from that 
organization. It is probable thathe had no 
other insurance.

TWO OFFICERS FAINT. 

Captain Mills, of the Seventh regiment, was 
posted at the right of the casket at the head of the 
Patafalque. The crowd passed directly in front of 
ard almost brushing him. The constant and 
vapid passing of the peop'e, and the air close with 
the breath of thousands of people, made the Cap- 
tain sick.
